In the foOoving extreet of the passage, the reader irQI God the

tbng of tbeu own for her comfort, M tbs doctor opon just cause 
aiul CQQsiiiacation did auapect. seeing tlieir gteat importuelty, 
and the smaC need tbe lady had of physic, and therefoce be per- 
emptorily denied Ihrir request ; ndsdoohlscg (aa hs afterwards 
reported), lest, il they had poiaooed ber ooder tho name of bU 
potion, bo Blight after hare been banged tor a eoioor of tbeir sui, 
and tbe doctor remained still veO assured, that this way taking 
DO effect, abo would not tong escape tbeir violence, which after- 
wards happened thua. ?or Eicbard Varney above-iaul 
fthe chief ptojtetet in this deeign), who, by the Eatl'a order, re- 
mained that day of her dentb alone with bw, with one nan only 
and Potter, wbo had that day tombly sent away all herservanU 
from her to Abingten market, about three nUc* distant iron ihw 
place : they (I aay, vbefber 6ret etiAiag ber, or else strasgbng 
ber) afterwards flung her down a pair of ataira and broke ber 
oeck, using much violence upon beri but, however, though it

Tbe ktcoaation tt*a be«n adopted &nd cireaUtcd by tb« 
author oi l^inatet'a CominoBwealth, a satire imtten directly 
against the £arl of 1/neMter. which loaded him mth the most 
homd crimes, and, among tbo rrst. with the murder of hia first 
wife. It was alluded to in the rorUhirt Trajcdy, a play etrone 
ouslj ascnhed to Shalespeare, vhetv a haVer. who determines 
to destroy all fata fanuly. throin his wife down stairs, with this 
allusion to the suj^iooed oiurder of Leicester's lady,—

EDITOE’S IKTRODUDTION. 

E^EVO.n’ORTB, eccopjiQg • c«n»Danding position in a fertile 
region in the centre oi Engtaod, appeata to bare been an important 
plare even before the Normaa C^neat. Hie caatle tint takes 
a dutmct plaee in biatoiy in the mgn of Henrp I., arbo conferred 
the manor on the I>9rd Cbamberlain. Geefftep da CUoton. This 
CeoErep de Clinton and his sons tanJt tbs eld keep known as 
Caesar's Toaer, and foonded an Aogustmian priory and ebureb 
to the east of the eaetle. AO throogb its hiatory the castle vm 
clossty oooaected with royalty eilber as a posaeasion of siieoesaiTe 
kings or as a faroiinto cesU^ place in tbeir prognasaa through 
tba Elngdota. King John to^ posseasioa of tbe cutle and 
visited It fire times, ffia eon. Henry III., also paid eeveral 
tlsiu to the caatle, of which be taade bis brotbet-in-Iaw, Simon 
de hloatfort, goreraor, in I2U. Dmaci^aently Kenilworth 
pUyed an important part in the OafonV War, as the principal 
itnnighold of tbs rebeOioua nobles. After the defeat and death 
of Simon de Ifontfort at Ereahtm in 1265 the caatle was re- 
aolutely defended for six moatha by Henry de Baatuiga. On 
the conclusion of the Barooa' War the King gare Kenilworth to 
Edmtmd, Karl of Lancaster, yonnger brother of Edward L 
His aon Thomas rebelled against Edward IL and took an aotire 
part in the execution of Oareaton, for which he was beheaded 
at Pontefract in 1322. His death was avenged by his brother 
Henry, who, conspiring with otiier barons, led Edward IL aa a 
captive to Kenilworth. Here the King consented to abdicate 
in accordance with the wishes of brtisment, sa ia recorded in 
blarlowe'a drams Edward II. Hmngb John of Gaunt, Duke of 
Idneaster, who built the Crest Hall, tbe castle passed once 
mote into royal hands, when hb son ascended the throne sa 
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Hrar^ IV., and it reraaionl • jxsnMwion of the cjo w n don to 
th« mgn of EUzabctti. That quern gar« tbe caatle ta 15C3 
to her fsroarit^, the Earl of Lefceetn. with whose {t is 

more indiseolahly associated than with his predecessors, on ac* 
coont of the famons terels held there in 1575 and the popularity 
of Scott's dotcL The Earl of Leicester is said to hare spent oa 
the castle £GO,000, which woald be equivalent to about £300,000 
in the beginning of the twentieth century. His chief additicn 
to the building waa the Gate Hoose erected in 1570, to be the 
chief entrance to the castle groonds. In the reign of James L 
and Charles L Kenilworth once more became a royal posseaden. 
Charles L spent two days there on bis way to the battle of Edge 
HilL . Towards the end of the CivQ War Kenilwurth sras ocen* 


pied by the rebel forces and by them the castle waa dissiaat 
which accounts for iU state at the present day. 

Thus, when Scott, after be bad with brilliant snecess is 
AVbot portrayed Mary Queen of Scota, resclrsd to try bis fc 
■t the delineation of her great adrenaiy, he eonld sot b 
found a nobler backgroosd for his deserrpbons of Elizabet' 
magnificence than EemJwortb Gsstle. He teew the place « 
On his return from his risit (o (be continerrt in 1815 ImU 
tells us that be went sritb Charles Matthews to Warwick i 
Kerulworth, “both of which castles the poet had seen befc 

but now rewcsamined with pacticularenriosity." ScottprobaJ 
inspected the mins alw in 1807 and in 1819 when be waa 
George Beaumont's guest at Coleorloa near Ashby de b Zone 
In the details of the architeetnre of the castle be genera 
followed KnUiporih lUiulraltJ, a handsome Tolnme pabUiJ 
at Chiswick in 1821. His account of the pageants is derit 
from a letter written by one Robert Lanebam from Kenilsts 
to a friend in London, in which (bey are fully dmeribed. T 
suggestion of lie period chosen lor the novel cime from Coiatab 
the bookseller, who, as Lockhart relates, requested “ that Que 


Elizabeth might be brought into the field in his nert romant 
as a companion to the Sfary Stnait of the AWet." Oonstal 
proposed that the novel should bo called the Arvutda- Scol 
however, preferred another episode in Elizabeth's reigiz I 
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leM in iScctioDste rem«ZB>>rJLiKeUtck}e*a luliad ol Cvmnor BaU 
see p. zi). especially the mekxlioiis opening aUnza, and thia ha 
lefennined should supply the etoey and tbs title of lua nev 
fork. Aftenrarda, bonew, bo consented, at Constable’s 
uggeetion, to Call bis oosel not Canuuir f/aQ hut Keniiuorth. 

Scott, like ShaWespoMe, took Brest Isherliea sritb bistoiy. 
IVhen he tningled it with fiction, be did not hesitate to commit 
luch tnachranjims, anatopisms and other tmnsgee^ionj of 
liiatorici! fact, as trould give hu narratire unity and make it 
nore interesting. Somrlimea he treats gossiping anecdotes 
IS ictusl (set snd sometimes celatea 'shst is demoDstrably im- 
pcsBiWe. WbttticT the Estl of Lcictsier »ss guilty ol the murdtt 
oi Amy Jtohasrt or whether her death was the rrault of her 
accidentally failing down stain m so open queilion which wiD 
probably nersr be settled. Dark rumours were preralent, 
accusing Leicester of the enme. On the other bind an ingccsl 
was held which does not spyesr to bsee inpUcsted the Etcl, 
but wss in toms ways unssttafsetoty to him. lot. though tbs ]uty 
gsTe a Terdict ot accidental death, be demsaded the aummoBiog 
ol a second jury, a demand which may natursQy he isgsrded as 
an indicstian of bis conscience being clear of gnilt. Scott 
follows tlio account of fJie mailer gicen in Asbmole'a Aaligviries 
0/ BerliMn which is based On Lrumlirt ChmncnimbA, a 
par^Mn pamphlet written agsmsl Leicester. This pamphlet 
CatursUy took lull sdrantsge ot niiDODti prejodiciBl to Leicester 
and many inaccurwriea hare been found in it. What is certain 
Is that Amy wm dead In IMO. fifteen yean before the rtsIs st 
Kenilnorth. In I57S Lewesler had indent an ucacknowlcdged 
wife, w bo WM not. bowerer. Amy ItohMit. hut Lady $bcfGeId. 
Tills is fscott'a main transgTenuon ot history. lie pcotonged 
Amy's life so thst be might inttoducs the eatertainment of 
Uiistwth st Kerniworth tnto tds story. Also be nsturslly did 
mt like to omit Shakespeare. Therefore be bnngs him in M 
hsrlng already written lb* Afidenmmer Stj^fg Pwiis, the 
TtmprM, and 7'roi7iia and CWanda, in 1375. although the poet 
was then only clereo years old. There are other noUlions of 
historical fact ia the noerL Any'a father was Sir John Robsart 
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kttributts to li«T in tb« totrodoctioa dftted 1S31, nh«n be 
directlj portrays her. “1 lisTO endeeffoureiJ'' he e&ye. “to 
detcnbe her u at OBCe a high couuleil sorereigo and • femalo ol 
passionate feehegSi hentalmg betwixt the aense ot her rank 
and the duty ahe owed her eubjeeta on (be one hand, and on the 
ctiier bet attaehment to a DoUeman. who. in extcmal qnaU- 
fioationa at least, amply mented ber iavonr." In her pride o! 
place, the aubiect ot aolmuted aduiation, sbe it admirably 
cantraated with her lair, giihah rival, subjected to erutl in- 
dignitiee and owing to political schemes intolred in a mesb 
{torn nhich abe eati find no escape, aa bee bushaod wtU not 
listen to the plain course oi honour that she recoramends to 
him. In ^eaiiirertA aain tbe Bri4f o/ lammemoor, and most of 
hit noTeia Stott ihowa cleat ttaces o( the itifluenee ol Sbakeapeare. 
IVs bate seen that be could oot forbear troni bnogiog Aalte* 
epeare into the stoej' and riuoting psssagaa frooi bis playa with 
out resard to chronology. Leicester end Vsney comepond 
(o Othello end lago. In both ca.*ee we bare a rlerer mfenor 
inviting a aupenor of bigb rank and reputation to tnurdet bia 
guilileea sile. Soroettince we notice reecmblance in detail. 
0oUi Veroey and lago excite cunosity and enhancenieot of 
passionate anger by boMing bath what the mg-ast suspmens 
are founded upon and by pieteDding to defend their Tictima.

crossed tie GaHerj--tower, and came upon tie long 
bridge, which extended from thence to Mortimer’s 
Tower.
